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Arkansas Crop Progress and Condition Report 

 

   
According to the National Agricultural Statistics Service in Arkansas, there were 4.9 days suitable for fieldwork for the 

week ending Sunday, April 15, 2018. Topsoil moisture supplies were 0 percent very short, 4 percent short, 59 percent 

adequate, and 37 percent surplus. Subsoil moisture supplies were 1 percent very short, 6 percent short, 64 percent 

adequate, and 29 percent surplus. Low temperatures ranged from 32.1 degrees Fahrenheit at Ashdown to 49.1 degrees 

Fahrenheit at Des Arc. Highs ranged from 54.0 degrees Fahrenheit at Keiser to 71.7 degrees Fahrenheit at Cabot. 

Moderate precipitation was received throughout the State, with the highest concentration occurring in the central part of 

the State with an average of 2.40 inches.

“Unusually cold temperatures remained in the area for the majority of last week. Temperatures are expected to climb, but 

the growth of plants has been set back considerably.”

“A good portion of our corn and rice was planted last week. Strong winds during planting prevented pre-emergence 

herbicide application. Heavy rains over the weekend may result in replanting of low places with poor surface drainage.”

“Planting picked up around rains last week. Frost damage occurred on newly emerged crops and fruit trees along with 

recently transplanted vegetables. Corn was greening back up from this event, but fruit and vegetable plants are a near total 

loss.”

“Cold temperatures damaged some Bermuda grass, but it should be fine. Spring oats were showing signs of cold weather 

damage also. Corn planting started, and if the ground dries some, rice should be planted next week.”

“Corn acreage number is a moving target. Rain delays will likely shift some of the corn acres to an alternative crop. I
